heavily bribed to withhold it. The réspect- 
able Chinese, much na they Jaroent this state 
of affairs, will never have the courage to show 
it up; and thus thie more dangerous and 
daring @ criminal is, the greatar will be his 
chance of getting off with impunity. 

Ibis bo be hoped that sone steps will be 
taken to reingtitute the syslem of deportation 
which. has been suspended, in consequence of
